1. We estimate that at least TO tons /day (23 trucks each with 3 tons) 
has continued to move south from Mu Gia Pass, "based on the traffic count ■£*•«■ 
through 10 March on routes 9H and 23. This figure probably would be highe: 
if coverage on route 9H had been maintained for 2-4 hours per day rather 
than for only parts of some days . 


2. The number of trucks observed on the Mu Gia By pas s and on route 
911 varies on any one day of observation from 0 to 40 or 50* These trucks 
apparently move through the Mu Gia area, either on route 12 or on bypasses 
built parallel to routes 12 and 23.
